Whether 
congress would approve was uncer- 
tain. Initial reaction was mixed, 

Details have not been completed, 
but it was understood that present 
plans would require one year of 
Service at little or no pay beyond 
| airtelatenice: 

Mr. Roosevelt, announcing his 
plan at a press conference yesterday, 
emphasized the contemplated train- 
ing program for boys, but in re- 
sponse to a question said that it 
probably would be extended to in- 
clude girls if useful tasks could be 
found for them. The high adminis- 
tration official who has been work- 
ing on details of the plan said that 
his conception of it would include 
both boys and girls, about equally 
divided. 

At what age the young people will 
be trained, the administration offi- 
cial said, has not been decided def- 
initely. Those called, he said, prob- 
ably would be between 19 and 21 
years of age, inclusive.

PEACE. TERMS 


Join With England; Nazi 
Air Raid Kills 14 


By UNITED PRESS 
Adolf Hitler completed the Nazi 


‘}domination of continental Europe 


today, forced France to accept Ger- 
man terms for armistice negotia- 
tions and sent waves of airplanes to 
scatter bombs across the British 
Isles. 


The armistice terms which Hit- 
ler and Italian Premier Benito Mus- 
solini agreed to dictate to France 
were still undisclosed—even to the 
French government — but French 
plenipotentiaries were named tore- 
ceive them at a time and place set 
by the Germans. 


That the armistice terms to be 
dictated by the axis powers woulé 
be harsh, calling for complete ca- 
pitulation and probably surrender of 
the French fleet. was taken for- 
|granted in Berlin. An armistice, how- 
ever, will be designed merely to end 
the warfare in France, leaving the 
final peace terms to be established 
at a later date—presumably at the 
end of the European war. 
| Fighting went on in France and 
{on the widespread battlefields of 
Africa, The Berlin high command 
said that subjugation of French 
| provinces was almost complete with 
the capture of of Cherbourg, Nancy, 
and many other towns as well as an 
|advance toward the big industrial 
{center of Lyon. French forces con- 
tinued to resist in the Maginot line 
jarea, but were encircled. 


The German air raid on the Brit- 
ish Isles, in which 14 persons were 
killed and 16 wounded and seven 
German planes shot down, was the 
biggest of the war but it was still 
primarily reconnaissance in nature 
—a foretaste of the bombardments 
which Nazis say will soon begin. The 
greatest damage was done in a town 
of Cambridgeshire but the bomb- 
ing was general, especially along the 
east coast. It lasted four hours. 

Determination of Great Britain 
hots the British Empire to fight on 
remained unshaken and there were 
some indications that part of the 
French fighting forces might con- 
tinue the war. French airplanes 
were reported flying to North Af- 
rica. The French fleet of- 804,700 
tons—which both Britain and Ger- 
many seek as of possible decisive 
importance in outcome of the war 
—was still unaccounted for, al- 
though some units were understood 
to be fighting under British com- 
mand in the Mediterranean.

EMPLOYMENT SERVICE. 
MAILS STATEMENTS 
TO EMPLOYERS 


SACRAMENTO—Officials of the 
State Department of Employment 
today announced the task of mail- 
ing more than 50,000 account 


charges to as many California em- 
Pployers would be completed by the 
end of June. 

More than 10,000 of the state- 
ments, which cover benefits paid 
during the period from January 1, 
1938, to July 1, 1939, already have 
been sent to employers, according to 
W. F. French, chief of the Divi- 
sion of Unemployment Insurance. 

The statements give employers de- 
tailed information on the amount of 
money charged against their con- 
tributions through payment of in- 
surance to former employees. 

French said that by September 1, 
an. additional statement, covering 
the period July 1, 1939 to January 
1, 1940, will have been mailed to all 
subject employers. 

Employers have thirty days af- 
ter receipt of the statements to 
protest any of the charges. French 
said that few protests, in compari- 
son to the number of statements 
mailed, are being received by the de- 
partment. 

Mailing of the statements consti- 
tutes the first action in preparing 
for establishment of experience rat- 
ing, which will go into effect Janu- 
ary 1, 1941, and which may mean re- 
duced contributions to the fund for 
employers whose personnel has been 
maintained at a stable level.
